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REMARKS 

The abstract has been amended to place same more in accordance with U.S. 
practice format. Original claims 1 and 2 have been cancelled without prejudice or 
disclaimer, and substituted by a single new independent claim 3, the only claim now 
under consideration in this application. 

The invention comprises a novel device for enhancing sexual pleasure and is 
preferably intended to be utilized in conjunction with a condom worn by the user. The 
invention essentially comprises a ring of sufficient diameter for encircling the condom 
worn by the user and a vibrating device mounted on the ring for imparting vibrations 
thereto. The vibrating device includes a battery powered motor having an eccentric 
rotor for creating the vibrations and a user operated rod for shifting an insulation plate 
between a position of deactivation, in which the first end of a spring plate is maintained 
out of electrical connection with the motor, and a second position of activation, in which 
the first end of the spring plate is disposed in electrical connection with the motor. 

The rejection of original claims 1 and 2 under 35 USC 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the Curran U.S. patent 3,623,481 is respectfully traversed as being 
improper and should be withdrawn. Curran discloses a device which is intended to be 
worn on the finger of a user for imparting vibrations to the finger and permit the finger 
to be used for vibration massage of the gums. Clearly, it would require an unwarranted 
extension of imagination for one of ordinary skill in the sexual appliance art to seek a 
solution for a sexual enhancement problem from the field of dental health devices. Any 
association of these two completely unrelated fields would only be possible through a 
hindsight analysis of the present invention. Curran is entirely devoid of any suggestion 
that its device may be used for enhancing sexual pleasure. There is no teaching of a 
ring of sufficient diameter for encircling a condom worn by a user. The vibrating motor 
utilized by Curran is operated by twisting front and rear parts 4 and 5 until clip tabs 20 
and 21 are engaged with or disengaged from each other. There is no teaching of a rod 
operated insulation plate movable between the two positions of activation and 
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deactivation specifically claimed for the present invention. Accordingly, the rejection 
based on Curran is improper and should be withdrawn. 

None of the remaining references are seen to suggest or disclose the claimed 
invention, whether considered individually or in any combination with each other or the 
Curran patent. 

The Examiner will note new claim 3 now provides a precise and definitive 
recitation of the invention in a manner which is believed to clearly and patentably 
distinguish over all of the references cited of record in this application and should 
therefore be allowable.
